The death of Martin Thorn in the elec- 
tric chair at New York, Aug. 1, 1890, 
Was the final chapter in what was one 
of the most brutal murders in the an- 
nails of crime. 

William Guldensuppe, a Turkish bath- 
heuse attendant, was murdered in 
lonely cottage at Woodside, L. L., 
dane 2, 1890. Martin Thorn, a barber, 
and Mrs. Augusta Nack, a midwife. 
were shortly after accused of the mur- 
der. 
Various portions of 
body were fished out of the East River 
a day or two after the murder and 
were fully identified aS parts of Gulden- 
suppe. The head, it was alleged, was 
inéased in plaster of paris and 
thrown into the river. It was never re- 
cavered, ‘Thorn was arrested on suspi- 
clon when it was found that he was a 
rival of Guldensuppe for the affections 
uw)! Mrs. Neck 

It was alleged that Thorn made a 
cenfession to a fellow barber and that 
Tit batier ers i V' fe. Wii li ! { 
the police. Thorn’s story to the barber, 
as others told it on the stand, was to 
the effect ba Guidensuppe had been ta- 
ken to Mrs. Nack’s cottage and that he, 
Thorn, lay in wait for Guidensuppe ina 
closet in an upstairs room, When Gul- 
dahsuppe teaches the house Mrs. 
asked him to go upstairs and examine 
the rooms while she went into the yard. 

According to the cenfessivon, on 
us the unsuspecting man opened 
door of the closet in which he la; 
cealed, he (ihorn) shot hin 
dragged him into the bathroom and 
threw him into the tub. If the alleged 
confession were true Thorn acknow!l- 
edged that while Guldensuppe was yel 
alfve he drew a razor and slashed his 
throat. 

The body was then, according 
s@#me allexed confession, cut to 
and wrapped Into bundles, two of which 
were dropped overboard from a_ ferry 
on the East River. Arother was left in 
the woods by Thorn and Mrs. Nack and 
the head was incased in plaster of.paris 
and thrown into the river. Mrs. Nack 
was allewed to have helped Thorn wrap 
up the bundles and it was said that she 
purcnased the paper for that purpose. 

Thorn denied all of the statements 
made by the barber and said that Mrs. 
Nack planned and accomplished the 
murder. He admitted helping her cut 
up and dispose of the body.

The commit- 
tee was composed of C. H. Henrixson, 
chairman; W. 8. Crenshaw, F. E. Gar- 
py, F. B. Robertson and E. E. Farnzer. 
Mr. Henrixson explained the difficulty 
in getting cars to handle the lumber 
traffic and said he thought the great- 
est obstacle in the way was lack of 
terminal facilities in Memphis. 

He said that a recent record showed 
that it had taken 30 days to get cars 
from Toronto, Ark., to Memphis, a dis 
tance of 30 miles. He suggested that 
all freight cars should be owned by 
rporation and leased to the 
railroads at from $ to $ a dav. This 
charge for cars, he thought, would com- 
pel the roads to furnish motive power 
and track equipment to insure prompt 
movement. Henrixson filed a long 
statement with the commission. 

A delegation representing the local 
T.umbermen’s Association was also in 
attendance. 

He thought the Iron Mountain roaa 
had given the best service and the Cot- 
ton Belt the worst of all the roads—but 
chyracterized all the service as bad. 

“It seems to me the railroads ought to 
spend some of their money for building 
double tracks and increasing their fact!- 
ities instead of paving such big divi- 
dends,”” he said. ‘“‘The railroads don't 
pull together, and they have not pre- 
pared for the great prosperity of the 
country.” 

Wants a New Law. 

Mr. Prouty, in an interview, expressed 
himself in favor of a law providing a 
severe penalty for any railroad com- 
pany that fails to provide adequate fa- 
cilities for shippers. 

“T am sure that Congress will be glad 
to follow our recommendations when we 
have finished the present investigation 
which is being extended to every large 
city in the United States.” he said. “‘Just 
what the trouble is we have not defin- 
itely ascertained. Many think that the 
present lack of railroad facilities is due 
to a shortage of cars. That may be 
true, 

‘“‘Again the famine May be caused by 
lack of tracks and terminal facilities. 
Personaly, I have always believed that 
the railroads have enough cars, but in 
other respects their equipment is defi- 
cient. 

“The railroads say they have devel- 
oped the United States. Granted. Now 
the question is: can they keep pace with 
the development? There is no doubt that 
the railroads have more business than 
they can handle; that the era of pros- 
perity has added millions to their reve- 
nue and traffic has increased at such a 
wonderful rate that the. Most optimistic 
railroad officials are surprised. 

‘“‘My opinion is that every railroad 
company should be required by law to 
furnish ample facilities. If this is not 
done, then the present conditions will 
simply grow worse because there are no 
Sone of our national prosperity abat- 
ng. 

Delays Are Costly. 

‘In Oklahoma, Texas and other states 
in the Southwest the conditions con- 
fronting the shippers are positively 
alarming. The farmerg sometimes have 
to drive their stock 100 miles to reach 
the nearest railroad station. They bor- 
row money from the bank pending pay- 
ment on this stock, In soMe instances 
the stock has been left at the railroad 
until the cattle are shrunken and of no 
value whatever. The result is a loss of 
several hundred dollars to the stockman. 
This has occurred not once but many 
times in Texas and Oklahoma. 

“In Texas the great shipping port is 
Galveston. There the dock privileges 
are controlled by a company which also 
operates the railroad terminals. Some- 
times as many as 2000 cars are congested 
in the Galveston terminal yards await- 
ing consignment to the ships by the 
dock company. That necessarily entails 
a delay ail along the line of the railroad 
conipany. 

“In St. Louis our attorney, Mr. Far- 
rell, has been making a most extensive 
inouiry into conditions. Until the com- 
plaints are formally presented to the 
Commission, I shall say nothing about 
them. But it seems St. Louis shippers 
along with others are suffering from a 
cus fame, if such is the cause of the 
present inadequate railroad facilities. 


Powers Are Limited. 


‘If the Terminal Association is to 
blame for conditions here the Commis- 
sion will of course look into the manner 
in which the Terminal Association is 
handling the traffic of St. Louis ship- 
pers. The province of the Commission 
is limited to the prevention of discrimi- 
nation in the matter of requiring a rall- 
road company to furnish cars to the 


shippers.
